OVERLOOK 


FACT THAT THIS IS IMPOR- 


TANT CAMPAIGN YEAR. 


VIEWS ON CRITICISM DIFFER 


One Group Sure It Is Only Way to Get 


Mistakes Remedied and Another As- 
serts It Will Give Aid and Comfort 
to the Enemy.

Washington.—Political debates have 


been brewing for a long time, lu fact 
ever since the present session of con- 
gress began. 
Political discussion has 


been almost inevitable in a campaign 
year nnd this is a very important cam- 
paign year from 
the standpoint of 


those who desire to control the next 
national administration. . For nearly 
half a century the victory of a politi- 
cal party In the congressional cam- 
paign foreshadows the success of the 
party in the ensuing presidential com- 
paigri. 
Only once since the Civil war 


has there been an exception, and that 
was in 3S76. Even at this date, how- 
ever. It is hard to convince the Demo- 
crats that they did not elect Tilden in 
1S7G. 


Consequently both parties 
regard 


the 
coming congressional 
campaign 


which is now in process of Incubation 
as one of great political significance, 
and it naturally follows that there 
must be political discussion in congress 
In session while the campaign is un- 
der way. 
During the session last sum- 


mer, commonly called the war session, 
political debate was avoided nnd only 
occasionally were political speeches 
made. 
In this congress political de- 


bate has been started and there is 
likely to he a great deal of It notwith- 
standing the desire of the people that 
there shall be no partisanship in the 
conduct of the war. 


When politics becomes a part of the 


war discussion it naturally follows 
thut there will be vigorous criticisms 
of the management of. the war. 
And 


yet it Is known that such criticisms 
were launched nt the British nnd sev- 
eral 
governments- were 
overturned 


without any reference to the 
effect 


upon the political parties of England. 
But the English system of government 
is so different from ours that no par- 
allel can be drawn. They have had no 
political campaign in sight, the result 
of which may menu the control of the 
government after the next presiden- 
tlnl election. 


There Is n difference of opinion as to 


whether or not criticism will weaken 
the war work-. 
Those who have be- 


come critics, especially In congress, as- 
sert with a great deal of insistence 
that criticism of various features of 
war preparation nnd the manner in 
which the war work' is being conduct- 
ed will be beneficial in the end. They 
claim that only when mistakes 
are 


publicly pointed out will remedies be 
applied. 
Moreover, they assert that 


Incompetent men in positions of Impor- 
tance will not be removed nnd others 
selected 
unless their mistakes 
nnd 


faults are brought to notice In such n 
public way as to insure a demand for 
'a change. 


Those who deplore criticism insist 


that It can do no good nnd will do 
much harm; that it will give aid to the 
Germans and dishearten the allies by 
showing Hint this country is not united- 
ly behind the administration in the 
great war. 
Whatever 
mny be the 


claim's of the critics and those who 
would avoid critical discussion, the 
ball hns now been opened and it Is 
quite likely that from this time for- 
ward both houses of congress will In- 
dulge In political debates and that 
criticism of the conduct of the war 
will naturally become a part of such 
discussions. 


A group of men were discussing the 


wnr situation. 
There were senators, 


army officers and newspapermen, a 
very small gathering, but views were 
being interchanged. The senators com- 
plained about the 
lack of Interest 


throughout the country in the war and 
asserted thnt the people did not yet 
realize that this country was actually 
engaged in the greatest struggle in the 
history of 
the world. 
Another re- 


.innrked that it would probably take n 
great disaster to the American troops 
in order to arouse the people to the 
war conditions. 


jThen spoke one of the army officers, 


and it was a reiil treat to hear him 
talk. 
"There is not going to be any 


great disaster to the American army In 
France." said this man. and he was 
one who had been over there and knew 
the situation. 
"We will have fierce 


fighting and there will be ninny cas- 
ualties," he continued, "but that Is In- 
evitable in a big war. 
But the Ameri- 


can troops are going to give n good 
account of themselves. They are not 
going to allow the Germans to break 
through. If the German generals nre 
figuring upon the sectors occupied by 
the American troops as points of weak- 
ness which will give them the oppor- 
tunity to break the lung allied line, 
they are going to be very much mis- 
taken and surprised. 
It Is true that 


our troops are not as numerous as they 
should be and that they have not been 
equipped with everything that they 
should have, but there will be enough 
first-class 
fighting 
men, 
all 
well j 


equipped, to handle that part of the 
> 


line to which they are assigned nnd rr ; 


hold in check the be.st troops Germany 
can bring against them." 


It Is not particularly surprising that 


a. man of Colonel Koosevelt's charac- 
teristics nnd temperament should He in 
the limelight. For a number of years 
Colonel Roosevelt has been in nnd out, 
so to speak, but .inst now he seems to 
have taken the center of the stage ns 
the most prominent rrinn In private life. 
Perhaps'!! is becuuse he came to Wash- 
ington at a time when the administra- 
tion was undergoing the most severe 
criticism it has sustained since the wur 
began. 
Back in 1900. when Colonel 


Roosevelt departed from Washington 
the dny Mr. Taft was inaugurated 
president, it wns in his mind to keep 
out of Washington. But it was impos- 
sible for a man HUe him to change his 
nature, so he again appeared in the na- 
tional capital, where he held the center 
of the unofficial stage. 


One of the amazing things about 


Colonel Roosevelt Is the length of time 
that he hsis been in the public eye. lie 
first begun to make u stir in 1SSO. was 
an important factor in the Republican 
national convention in 1S84, came to 
Washington in 1SS9 as u civil service 
commissioner, after that was police 
commissioner of New York, assistant 
secretary of the navy. lieutenant colo- 
nel nnd colonel of the Rough Riders, 
governor of New York, vice president, 
president, and 
since his retirement 


from 
the 
presidency, candidate for 


that position on two successive occa- 
sions. 
During all that long period he 


has not always held the center of the 
stage, but he has been in the spotlight 
the greater portion of the time. 


Tf there Is not a great deal of ei- 


tra work done throughout the farm- 
ing districts of the country to In- 
crease the agricultural products In 
the year 1018. it will not he on account 
of a lack of effort on the part of many 
men who see the necessity of produc- 
ing more food. 
Several organizations 


are already at work, most of them hav- 
ing their headquarters In Washington, 
nnd all are working toward the same 
end. although they may be employing 
different methods. 
Of course the two 


biggest organizations of this kind are 
the agricultural department and the 
food administration. 
The agricultural 


department is naturally more effective 
because It has had a strong organiza- 
tion In the field for many years. Us 
efforts nre being supplemented by the 
food administration, which has day 
after day put forth information tend- 
ing towards saving as well as Increas- 
ing ihe food supply of this country. 


Onl.v a short time ago Secretary Me- 


Adoo mnde n statement in which be 
urged the Southern people to produce 
enough food for their own use. 
The 


significance of that statement may not 
be fully understood save by those who 
know the conditions in the South. It is 
estimated that more than SOO.OOO ne- 
groes have left the South during the 
past year and found employment In the 
Northern states, where there has been 
such n great demand for labor. 
The 


loss of the negro labor has fallen heav- 
ily upon Southern farmers. 


B. R. Tillman. .Tr., a son of Sena- 


tor Tlllmnn of South Carolina, was 
speaking of his own personal problem 
and said that: he hnd u thousand acres 
of Innd and does not know what to do 
with It because he cannot obtain labor 
to plant It nor to harvest the crops. 
Laborers cannot be found to work in 
the fields. He has bought a large 
amount of farm machinery of the lat- 
est type and will do the best he can 
to raise as large a crop as he cnn. 


And so it is'found thnt whenever the 


question of food supply and lack of 
farm production is probed to the bot- 
tom It turns out that the Inability of 
fnrmers to procure labor Is the sent of 
the trouble. The various organizations 
thnt nre working officially as well an 
unofficially to secure an increased form 
product hnve many suggestions, some 
of them prncticnl and others fnntnsti- 
cnl. but nil having in view the opening 
up of more farms and putting more 
people nt work on the farms. But the 
question conies' back again and ngnln, 
Will people work on farms when such 
attractive wages are offered -In other 
lines of industry? 


Active work is being done In nearly 


nil the states to swsmre ratification of 
the prohibition amendment which re- 
cently passed congress. Since the wom- 
an suffrage amendment passed 
the 


house the senate has been besieged day 
after day by suffragists who are en- 
deavoring to land enough votes to pass 
It in that 
body. 
Although strong 


clnims nre made to the effect that the 
amendment will pnss, the senators who 
nre handling the matter say that four 
or five votes are still lacking. They 
nlso say thnt the resolution will not be 
brought to n vote until the necessnry 
two-thirds of the senate In its favor 
Is assured. 


The activities In behalf of both these 


amendments hnve been carried on not- 
withstanding the amendment, generally 
coming from the opponents of both 
amendments, that the energies of the 
country-nt this time ought to be de- 
voted to the war nnd that all other 
political 
nnd 
economic 
questions 


should be laid aside until after the war 
has been successfully concluded. 
The 


prohibitionists have replied that In 
securing prohibition" they nre helping 
to win the war, and the suffragists 
have mnde the same claim In regard 
to woman suffrage.

Put these bugs In u tub of hot 
wnter and let the llmo dissolve. These 
bags serve to keep tho lime from ent- 
Ing material. Stir wnter well, put In 
material nnd soak over night.

If the 
goods do not blench perfectly by this 
method, It may be supplemented by 
boiling In clear wnter for a short time, 
then hung in the sun to dry.

He came to the United States 


early in 101.0 with representations that 
Germany was ready for u separate 
pence with France, which would be fa- 
vorable to France, in that Germany 
was willing to cede a part of Alsace- 
Lorraine and France to cede to Ger- 
many a part of the French colonies. 
He induced many to believe that he 
was a French patriot and was endeav- 
oring to mold peace opinion through 
the purchase of French journals, but 
testimony developed that his real pur- 
pose was to obtain the French Journals 
ou behalf of the Germans through the 
transfer of Berlin gold to Paris. His 
object In coming to New York was to 
get intp touch with Count von Bern- 
fitorfr. 


Through Bernstorff $1,700,000 was 


sent from Berlin to America and by 
devious ways was sent to Paris, there 
to bo used by Bolo In promoting the 
German peace propaganda. 


Investigations in this country con- 


du,cted for the French officials showed 
that Bolo's millions came from the 
Deutscho Bunk of Berlin to the bank's 
Now York agent, who deposited the' 
money with six New York 
bank's. 


From these Bolo received $1,000,000, 
which ho deposited with the Morgan 
bank nnd the Royal Bank of Canada.

Will Forct Justice, 


fn conclusion the president warned 


the central empires that the vast re- 
sources of the United States would ac- 
complish In the end what might be 
accomplished by peaceful negotiation.

tirety. Our armies are rapidly going 
to th« fighting front and wlli go more 
and more rapidly.

peace. When he concluded after speak- 
ing 20 nil tin ten. tho entire audience as 
usual rose and cheered. 


President's Address. 


The president's address la no fol- 


lows: 


"Gentlemen of the congress: 
"On January 8 T hud the honor of 


addressing yon on the 'objects of tho 
war as our people conceive them. The 
prime minister of Great Britain had 
spoken in similar terms on January 5. 
To those addresses the Gorman chan- 
cellor replied on the 24th and Count 
Cr.ernln for Austria on the same day. 
It Is gratifying to have our desire so 
promptly realized that all exchanges 
of view on tills great matter should be 
made In the hearing of all the world, 


"Count Czernln's reply, which Is di- 


rected chiefly to my own address on 
January 8. Is uttered lu a very friendly 
tone. 


"He finds In my statement a suffi- 


ciently encouraging approach to the 
views of his own government to Justify 
him In believing that It furnishes H 
basis for a more detailed discussion of 
purposos by the two governments. Ho 
Is represented to hnvo Intlmntvd that 
the views lie was expressing had boon 


that It be confined, at any rate In lids 
case, to generalities, and Unit the sev- 
eral particular questions of territory 
and sovereignty, the several questions 
upon whose settlement must depend 
the acceptance of peace by the W 
states now engaged In the war, must 
ho discussed and settled, not In gen- 
eral council, but severally by the na- 
tions most Immediately concerned hy 
Interest or neighborhood. 


Military Party Favored. 


"He agreed that the seas should bo 


free, but looks askance at any limita- 
tion to f l i n t freedom hy International 
action In the Interest of the common 
order. 
lie would without reserve be 


glad lo see economic barriers removed 
between nation and nation, for that 
could In ri<» way Impede the ambitions 
of the military parly w i t h whom he 
seems constrained lo keep mi terms. 
.VHther does IIH raise objection to a 
limitation of armaments. 
That mat- 


ter will hf settled of Itself, he thinks, 
by tho economic conditions which nuis't 
follow tin 
1 war.

Cannot Accept Vienna Peace. 


"In. the determination of all (]iios- 


flnnfl afl'edlng the Halkan status ho 
defers as I understand him to Aus- 
tria nnd Turkey; nnd with regard 10 
tho ngroomonts to be entered into con- 
cerning the non-Turkish peoples of the 
pr«Hont Oltoman empire to the Turk- 
ish authorities themselves. 
After n 


Mo-ttloment all around, effected In this 
fashion, by Individual barter find con- 
cession, ho would have no objection, If 
I correctly Interpret his statement, to 
n league of nations which would un- 
dertake to hold tho now balance of 
power steady against external disturb- 
ances. 


"It must 
bft evident io everyone 


who understands what this war has 
wrought In the opinion nrul temper of 
the world that no general peace, no 
poace wnrth the Infinite .sncriflrefl of 
these yours of tragical suffering, can 
possibly bo arrived at In any such 
fashion. 


Refers to the Reichstag. 


"Tho method the German chancel- 


lor proposes Is the method of the con- 
gross of Vienna. We cannot and will 
not return to that. 
What Is at stake 


now la the peace of the world. • What 
we are striving for Is n new Interna- 
tional order based upon hrond and uni- 
versal principles of right nnd Justice 
—no mere peace of shreds nnd patches. 
Is It possible that Count von Hertling 
does not see thnt, does not grasp it, is, 
In fact, living in his thought In a world 
(lend and gone? Hns he utterly for- 
gotten tho relchstnjf resolutions of the 
19th of July, or does he deliberately 
Ignore thorn? They spoke of the con- 
ditions of a general peace, not of na- 
tional aggrandizement or of arrange- 
ments between state and stnto. 
The 


peace of the world depends upon tho 
just settlement of each of the several 
problems to which I adverted In my 
recent address to tho congress. I, of 
course, do not moan thnt the pence of 
tlm world depends upon the accept- 
ance of any particular set of sugges- 
tions as to the way In which those 
problems nro to he donlt with. I moan 
only thnt theio problems, 6nch and 
all, affect thn whole world; thnt unless 
thoy are donlt with In a spirit of un- 
selfish and unblosed Justice, with a 
view to tho wishes, tho natural connec- 
tions, tho racial aspirations, tho se- 
curity and ponce of ndnd of Iho peo- 
ples Involved, no permanent ponce will 
hnvo boon attained. 


"Thoy cannot he discussed separate- 


ly or In corners, 
None of thorn con- 


stitutes a private or separate Interest 
from which the opinion of the world 
may be shut out. Whatever affects the 
peace affects mankind, and nothing 
settled hy military force. If settled 
wrong, Is settled nt nil, It will pres- 
ently have to be reoponod. 


All Nations In Judgment. 


"Is Count von Hertling not aware 


thnt he Is speaking In the court of 
mankind, that all the awakened na- 
tions of the world now sit In judgment 
on what every public man of whatever 
tuition may say on thn Issues of a con- 
flict which has spread to every nation 
of the world? 
The relchstag resolu- 


tions of July themselves frankly ac- 
cepted tho decisions, of that court. 
There shall be no annexations, no con- 
tributions, no punitive damages, 
Poo- 


pies are not to be handed about from 


on« ftoverelRnty to another by rt;- In- 
tornatlonal conference or an under- 
standing between rivals nnd antagon- 
ists. 
National aspirations must lie 


respected, peoples may now be domi- 
nated and governed only by their own 
consent, 


" 'Self-determination' Is not a mere 


phrase, U I.s an Imperative principle 
of action, which statesmen will hence- 
forth Ignore ut their peril. We eunuot 
have general peace for the asking or 
by the mere arrangement of a peace 
conference. 
It cannot be pieced' to- 


gether out of Individual understand- 
'ngs between powerful stales. 


All Parties Must Join. 


"AH the parties to this war must 


Join In the settlement of every issue 
anywhere Involved In it, because what, 
we are seeking Is a peace that we can 
all unite to guarantee and maintain 
and every Horn of It must bo submit- 
ted to fhe common judgment whether 
It he right or fair, an act of Justice 
rather than a bargain between .HOV- 
ereljjnH. 


"The United States has no desire to 


Interfere In European affairs or to act 
as arbiter In European territorial dis- 
putes. She would disdain to lake ad- 
vantage of any Internal weakness or 
disorder to impose her own will upon 
another people. She Is quite ready to 
be shown that the settlements she has 
suggested are not the best or tlie most 
enduring. They are only her own pro- 
visional sketch of principles und of 
the way in which they should be ap- 
plied, 


"But 
she entered this war because 


she was made a partner, whether she 
would or not, In the sufferings and In- 
dignities inflicted by the military mas- 
ters of Germany, against the peace 
and security of mankind, and ihe con- 
ditions of ponce will touch her as near- 
ly as they will touch any other nation 
to which is Intrusted a leading part 
In UK.- maintenance of civilisation. She 
cannot see her way to peace until the 
causes of this war are removed, Its re- 
newal rendered as nearly as may be Im- 
possible. 


Rights of Weak Disregarded. 


"The war had its roots In the disre- 


gard of tlie rlglilR of small nations and 
of nationalities which lacked the union 
and the force to make good their claim 
lo determine their own allegiances and 
their own forms of political life.

ful governments which consider them- 
selves most directly affected, as Count 
von Hertling proposes, why may not 
economic questlones also? It has come 
about In tho altered-world In which 
we now find ourselves that justice and 
the rights of peoples affect the whole 
Held of International dealing as much 
as access to raw materials and fair 
and equal conditions of trade. 


"Count von Hortllng wants the es- 


sential bases of commercial and Indus- 
trial life to be safeguarded by common 
agreement and guaranty, but he cannot 
expect that to be conceded him If the 
other matters to be determined by the 
articles of pence are not handled In the 
same way as Items in the final ac- 
counting. 


Separata Pacts Barrier. 


"He cannot ask the benefit of com- 


mon agreement In the one field with- 
out according it In the other.

It for granted that he sees that sep- 
arate nnd selfish compacts with regard 
to trade and the essential materials of 
manufacture would afford no founda- 
tion for peace. Neither, he may rest 
assured, will separate and selfish com- 
pacts with regard to provinces aud 
peoples,

DIE FOR TREASON 


Convicted of Conspiring With 


Germans for the Defeat 


of France. 


GIVE VERDICT IN 15 MINUTES 


Prosecutor Closes Case by Saying That 


France Has Escaped the Grav- 


est Danger Since the 


Marne. 


Paris, Feb. 15.—Bolo Pasha was sen- 


tenced to death for treason. 


The court-martial which condemned 


Bolo to death deliberated for only 15 
minutes. 
Darius 
Pore-here, 
an 
accountant, 


who was a codefendant, was sentenced 
to three years' imprisonment. 


Filippo Cavalliuie, another codefeud- 


ant, who is under arrest in Italy, was 
sentenced to duiith, although he is not 
within the court's jurisdiction. 


Captain 
Hornet, prosecutor, 
fre- 


quently punctuated his argument with 
the emphatic: request, "I demand a sen- 
tence of death." 


Intrigue Over Two Worlds. 


Bolo Pasha's personality paled into 


insignificance us Captain ilornet un- 
raveled the tangled German intrigue 
involving 
prominent personages in 


many countries aud extending over two 
worlds. 
Captain Mornet dealt at length with 


the question of Bolo's use of German 
money be is alleged to have received. 
He maintained that Germany did not 
expect any immediate results from the 
purchase of Le Journal, but hud un 
eye to the far future, even perhaps af- 
ter the war. 
"This is only one instance of trea- 


son in France," said M. Mornet. "This 
Is merely the first chapter. 
Other 


chapters will follow." 


The evidence from the United States 


appeared to be the strongest card of 
the prosecutor, and on it he dwelt at 
length. - 
He rebuked Mgr. Bolo, brother of the 


accused man, for suggesting that the 
American evidence was manufactured 
and false. 


After saying that France had es- 


caped the gravest danger since the 
Marne, Captain Mornet closed as fol- 
lows : 
"The eyes of our allies are on us. In 


the eyes of France we 'are judging n 
man who attempted to do In France 
what has been accomplished In Rus- 
sia. We must show no weakness. The 
world Is fighting for its liberty. 


"In times of peace I have stood here 


many times asking the death penalty 
for a miserable individual guilty of 
murder, and It was not without a 
twinge of regret. But today, without 
pity or mercy, but with a sense of 
stern duty to my country and our al- 
lies, I ask for death." 


Bolo Pasha's Career in U. S. 


The Bolo Pasha case is of unusual 


Interest to Americans, as most of the 
evidence on which he was convicted of 
treason and as a peace propagandist 
in behalf of Germany was developed 
here. He came to the United States 
early in 1910 with representations that 
Germany was ready for a separate 
peace with France, which would be fa- 
vorable to France, in that Germany 
was willing to cede a part of Alsace- 
Lorraine and France to cede to Ger- 
many a part of the French colonies. 
He Induced many to believe that he 
was a French patriot and was endeav- 
oring to mold peace opinion through 
the purchase of French journals, but 
testimony developed that his real pur- 
pose was to obtain the French journals 
on behalf of the Germans through the 
transfer of Berlin gold to Paris. His 
object In coming to New York was to 
get into touch with Count von Bera- 
storff. 


Through Bernstorff $1,700,000 was 


sent from Berlin to America and by 
devious ways was sent to Paris, there 
to be used by Bolo in promoting the 
German peace propaganda. 


Investigations in this country con- 


du,cted for the French officials showed 
that Bolo's millions came from the 
Deutsche Bank of Berlin to the bank's 
New York agent, who deposited the 
money with six New York bank's. 
From these Bolo received .$1,600,000, 
which he deposited with the Morgan 
bank and the Royal Bank of Canada.

"Count O.ernlu," said the president, 


"seems to see the fundamental ele- 
ments of ponce with clear eycH und 
does not seek to obscure them." 


Chancellor Hortllng's speech," how- 


over, the president characterized as 
"very vague und confusing" and "full 
of equivocal phrases," leading dourly 
nowhere. 
The aim of the German 


chancellor, u« Judged from lil« speech, 
the president thought, evidently was to 
•ecure n pence advantageous to tlm 
«lnw of the German mllltnry uiitoonicy 
nnd then subscribe to un Intcrnallunul 
covenant to make It secure. 


Warns Military Autocracy, 


The president reminded tho stnlos- 


nien of the centnil empires that peace 
fan be discussed only on the basis of 
permanency and essential Justice nml 
broadly warned (he people of the cen- 
tral empires that tho participation of 
the United Stilton In tho wiir for th? 
«nmnrlpullon of humanity has only be- 
gun. 


I'lalnly the president warned the 


•German military autocnicy that there 
•was to be no pausing In the nioblll/.u- 
tlon of America's vast military re- 
sources now Hteudlly on their way to 
the battle fronts, and t'lmt If pence 
were to be discussed, It would hav« to 
tie on a basis of sincerity. 


Otherwise, the president made It 


plain, thero was to be no turning back 
until military autocracy was crushed 
by force of arms. 


Count llertllng, the president 
de- 


clared, evidently was seeking such a 
peace as was made ut the congress of 
Vlennn. 


"What Is nt stake now," said the 


president, "Is the pence of the world. 
What wo are striving for IN new uni- 
versal principles of right and Justice— 
no mere pence of shreds and patches. 


Will Fore* Justice. 


In conclusion the president warned 


the central empires that tho vast re- 
sources of the United States would ac- 
complish In tho end what might bo 
accomplished by peaceful negotiation. 


"Our resources are In part mobilized 


now," said lie. "and we shall not pause 
until they are mobilized In their en- 
tirety. Our armies uro rapidly going 
to the fighting front and will go more 
and more rapidly.

be sunk by un exploding torpedo,"

Wilson Tells Congress Count Czernln 


Saea Principles of losue With Clear 


Eyes—Ally for Settlement by 


Conquest—U. S. Will Con- 


tlnu« War to tho End. 


Washington, 
Feb. 13.—President 


Wilson, before congress on Monday, re- 
plied to the recent peace speeches by 
•Count von Hertllng, the German chan- 
cellor, and Count O.ornln, the Austro- 
Uungnrlan foreign minister. 


Th« president openly regarded Count 


•LVsernln'a speech sympathetically, but 
he considered the Austrian 
foreign 


minister restrained by the embarrass- 
ment of Austria'* alliance and her de 
jpt.-ndence on Germany. 


"Count C-/.ernlii." said the president, 


"seemH to >iee the fundamental ele- 
ments of peace with clear eyes and 
•does not seek to obscure them." 


Chancellor liertllng's speech,- how- 


ever, the president characterized as 
"very vague and confusing" and "ful 
•of equivocal phrases," leading clearly 
nowhere. 
The 
aim of thu German 


chancellor, as judged from his speech 
the president tbouglH. evidently was to 
•ecure a peace advantageous to tin 
alms of the German military autocracy 
«nd then subscribe to an Internationa" 
•covenant to make It secure. 


Warno Military Autocracy. 


The president reminded tho states- 


men of the central empires that peace 
fan be discussed enly on the basis of 
permanency and essential justice and 
broadly warned the people of the cen- 
tra! empires that thu participation of 
the United Slates In the war for the 
emancipation of humanity has only be- 
gun. 


Plainly the president warned the 


•German military autocracy that there 
•was to be no pausing In the mobiliza- 
tion of America's vast military re- 
sources now steadily on .their way to 
the battle fronts, and that If peace 
were to be discussed, It would have to 
•be on a basis of sincerity. 


Otherwise, the president made It 


plain, there was to be no turning back 
•until military autocracy was crushed 
by force of arms. 


Count Hurtling, the president de- 


clared, evidently was seeking such a 
peace as was made at the congress of 
VlKtinn. 


"What Is at stiike now/' said the 


pro.ililent, "Is the peace of'the world. 
What wo are striving for is new unl- 
Yersnl principles of right and Justice— 
no mere peace of shreds and patches. 


Will Fore* Justice. 


In conclusion the president warned 


the central empires Hint the vast re- 
sources of the United States would ac- 
complish In the end what might be 
accomplished by peaceful negotiation. 


"Our 
resources are In part mobilized 


now," said he, "und we shall not pause 
until they arc mobilized In their en- 
tirety. 
Our armies are rapidly going 


to the fighting front and will go more 
and more rapidly. 


"Our whole strength will be put Into 


this war of emancipation—emancipa- 
tion from the threat and attemnteC 
mnstcry of selfish groups of autocratic 
rulers—whatever the dlftlcultles and 
partial delays. 
We are indomitable 


In our power of Independent action 
and can In no circumstances consent to 
live In a world governed by Intrigue 
and force. 


"The power of the United States Is

Join in the settlement of every Issue 
anywhere involved in it, because what 
we ure seeking Is a peace that we can 
all unite to guarantee and maintain 
and every item of it must be submit- 
ted to the common judgment whether 
it be right or fair, fin act of justice 
rather than a bargain between sov- 
ereigns. 
"The United States has no desire to 


Interfere in European, affairs or to act 
as arbiter In European territorial dis- 
putes. She would disdain to take ad- 
vantage of any Internal weakness or 
disorder to Impose her own will upon 
another people. She is quite ready to 
be shown that the settlements she has 
suggested are not the best or the most 
enduring. They are only her own pro- 
visional sketch of principles and of 
the way In which they should be ap- 
plied. 


"But 
she entered this wnr because 


she was made a partner, whether she 
would or not, In the sufferings and in- 
dignities inflicted by the military mas- 
ters of Germany, against the peace 
and security of mankind, and the con- 
ditions of peace will touch her as near- 
ly as tliey will touch tiny other nation 
to which is Intrusted a leading part 
In tho maintenance of civilization.

Rome Reports Heavy Artillery Fire on

Rome. Feb. 13.—Lively'nrtlllory Ore 


on the Aslago plateau and to the west 
of Monte Grappa Is reported in the wai> 
office statement. The text reads:

Refers to the Reichstag. 


"The method the German chancel- 


lor proposes Is the method of the con- 
gress of Vicuna. We cannot and will 
not return to that. What is at stake 
now is the peace of the world. • What 
we are striving for is a new Interna- 
tional order based upon broad and uni- 
versal principles of right and justice 
—no mere peace of shreds and patches. 
Is It possible that Count von Hertllng 
does not see that, does not grasp it, is, 
In fact, living in his thought in a world 
dead and gone? Has he utterly for- 
gotten the relchstag resolutions of the 
10th of July, or does he deliberately 
Ignore them? They spoke of the con- 
ditions of a general peace, not of na- 
tional aggrandizement or of arrange- 
ments between state and state. The 
peace of the world depends upon the 
just settlement of each of the several 
problems to which I adverted in my 
recent address to the congress. I. of 
course, do not mean that the peace of 
the worlrl depends upon the accept- 
ance of any particular set of sugges- 
tions as to the way In which those 
problems nre to be dealt with. I mean 
only that these problems,. each and 
all, affect the whole world ; that unless 
they are dealt with In a spirit of un- 
selfish and unbiased Justice, with a 
view to the wishes, the natural connec- 
tions, the racial aspirations, the se- 
curity and pence of mind of the peo- 
ples Involved, no permanent peace will 
have been attained. 


"They cannot be discussed separate- 


ly or In corners. 
"None of them con- 


stitutes a private or separate interest 
from which the opinion of the world 
may be shut out. Whatever affects the 
peace affects mankind, and nothing 
settled by military force, If settled 
wrong. Is settled at all. It will pres- 
ently have to be reopened. 


All Nations In Judgment. 


"Is Count von Hertllng not aware 


that he Is speaking In the court of 
mankind, that all the awakened na- 
tions of the world now sit In judgment 
on what every public man of whatever 
nation may say on the issues of a con- 
flict which has spread to every nation 
of the world? 
The reichstag resolu- 


tions of July themselves frankly ac- 
cepted thu decisions, of that court. 
There shall be no annexations, no con- 
tributions, no punitive damages. Peo- 
ples are not to be handed about from

sential bases of commercial and indus- 
trial life to be safeguarded by common 
agreement and guaranty, but he cannot 
expect that to be conceded him if the 
other matters to be determined by the 
articles of peace are not handled in the 
same way as items in the final ac- 
counting. 


Separat* Pacts Barrier. 


"He cannot ask the benefit of com-

UNS1NKABLE SHIP FOR U. S. 


Naval Advisor Declares New Inven- 


tion Will Defy German 


Submarines. 


New York, Feb. 13.—Means have 


been found to make troop transports 
unslnkable by submarine, according 
to a statement made by William L 
Saunders, vice chairman of the naval 
consulting board, in an address at a 
dinner of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania alumni in this city. 


Mr. Saunders said that one of the 


ships" recently commandeered by tne 
government "now lies at an Atlantic 
port and in such shape that she cannot 
be sunk by an exploding torpedo." 


"I can conceive of no reason why 


this Information should be withheld," 
lie added. "On the contrary, I believe, 
It is well that the enemy may come 
to realize that the time has -been 
reached 
when 
American transports 


which that enemy cannot sink are 
ready for the transportation of our 
troops. 
This ship may have a hole 


thirty or forty feet In diameter blown 
In her side and she will remain afloat. 
Such a hole 'would waterlog but one- 
tenth of the honeycombed 
airtlgnt 


r Saunders described in detail the 


plan to keep ships afloat after they 
had been torpedoed and the manner in 
which it had been developed by Wil- 
liam F. Donnelly, a New York marine 
engineer, working under authorization 
of the naval consulting board.

Declares He Can See No Basis for 


Negotiations in Recent Address 


by Czernin—Must Fight 


for Proper Peace. 


London. Feb. 14.—Commenting on 


the recent speech of the Austro-Hun- 
gurian foreign minister. Count Czernln, 
in reply to President Wilson, Premier 
Lloyd-Ueorge said in the house of 
commons on Tuesday that when It 
came to the real substance of the de- 
mands of tile allies Count Czernin wus 
adamant. 


[President Wilson in his speech to 


congress culled Count Czernin's tone 
frieiidiyj 


JSIr. Lloyd-George said the govern- 


ment stood by the considered declara- 
tion made at rhe meetings with the, 
trades union representatives early this 
year. The government, he added, did 
not recede in the least from its war 
aims, as they had been stated. 
It 


was uo use, he said, crying peace 
when there was no peace. 


Regarding the supreme war council, 


Mr. Lloyd-George said it was impossi- 
ble to muke a statement as to the de- 
cisions it reached without giving In- 
formation to the enemy. 


The premier said he would like any 


member to point out anything in the 
speeches of Count Czerniii or Count 
voii Hertling which could possibly be 
regarded as proof that the central 
powers were prepared to make peace 
on terms which could be regarded as 
just and reasonable. 


Germany's action regarding Russia, 


the premier pointed out, proved that 
her declarations regarding no annexa- 
tions hud no real meaning. 


Until there was some better proof 


than had been provided in any of the 
speeches to which he referred that 
the central powers were prepared to 
consider the aims and ideals for which 
the allies were fighting, said Mr. 
Lloyd-George, it would be the nation's 
regrettable duty to go on and make 
preparations necessary in order to es- 
tablish international right. 


The premier requested the house not 


to press the government regarding the 
arrangements made for. countering the 
coming blow of the Germans. 


The change in the military situation 


brought about by the sending of Ger- 
man troops from the east to the west 
was a factor which must be considered, 
the premier said, und It was essential 
that the whole strength of the allied 
army of France, Great Britain, Amer- 
ica and Italy should be made available 
for th'e point where the blow would 
come. 
Arrangements .should be made 


under which the allies would _ treat 
their army as one to meet the danger 
and menace, wherever it should come.

CORN SITUATION IS 


NOT ENCOURAGING 


All authorities agree tha.t the corn 


situation in Wisconsin at the present 
time is not very bright. There is very 
littte seed to be had, the duality is 
nothing to brag of, und It is very high 
in price, all of which is a discour- 
aging feature from the viewpoint of 
the farmer in this section. 
Corn in central Wisconsin had be- 


come quite a usual crop, so.that.inany 
farm ore annually planted a pretty 
good acreage o£ it, depending on It 
almost as much, or more, than any of 
the other grain crops. However, the 
last two years have put a. very de- 
cided crimp in the corn business In 
this section. Late springs and early 
frost have caught the crop so that it 
was impossible to secure much of any 
seed, and made- it rather an indiffer- 
ent feed for cattle. Ordinarily some 
of the earlier varieties of field corn 
mature sufliciently ao that it makes a 
fu-Bt class grade 
of 
ensilage . and 
plenty of the ears ripen so that, there 
is no scarcity of seed for the coming 
year. 
Some of our people who feel that 


they linve the situation pretty well 
sized up are advising the farmers of 
this section not to go into the corn 
business very heavily this year. Witli 
seer) corn selling at ?15 a bushel it is 
not considered good policy to plant 
many acres. If ensilage is needed, it 
is advisted to plant one of the larger 
varieties of corn especially for this 
purpose, when a much smaller acre- 
age and a lighter investment for seed 
will serve, the desired purpose. * If 
only an acre or two of the early cofna 
are planted it will not cost very much 
Cor seed, and at the same, time, if it 
matures, there will be plenty for 
next year. 
The government is trying to induce 


as manv ii:armers as possible to raise 
some wheat and other grains ih!3 
year. 
Wisconsin was at one time 


quite a wheat state, anil while the 
raising of this crop is not advised as 
a'general thing for this part of the 
.state, the demand .is greater than it 
•5ver was before an'd the price is such 
that it woiiid not be a bad crop whero 
the soil is right for this crop. The 
conditions that hurt the corn crop in 
this part of the country also pre- 
vailed in the state of Illinois, so that 
seed is no more plentiful there than 
it is in this part of the~country.

ttons, the Red Cross, the Y. M. C. A., 
toe county agricultural agent, tne 
conservation commission warden or 
ranter, and tho Knights of Columbus, 
and map out a plan of Immediate 
action for the cuttine of a liberal 
supply of fuel wood by the men of 
vour county. The time to cut wood Is 
•right now. It must all be cut before 
April 1st. The time to season it is 
next aummer. The time to burn it i» 
next winter. If you have a eood sup- 
ply of wood next winter you may res;

supply of coal IE curtailed. The rov- 
ernment may need all coal for its 
own use, that is, to bunker tho ships 
to carry our boys across the water, 
and for other ramifications ol its 
WOrk—cantonments, war induHtrles.
